Sir: 

A protest is being submitted herewith in regard to any application based on PCT/JP00/045 13. 
As indicated by the attached copy of the published PCT application, the United States was a 
designated state in this PCT application. It is not known if such an application was filed, but it is 
assumed that it was based on the designation of the US in the PCT application. Accordingly, the 
Serial Number and filing date are also unknown. 

It is assumed that the inventors' names and the title of the invention are those listed in the 
PCT publication. Using this information, a search was made in the list of published applications on 
the PTO website. No corresponding application was found, so it is assumed that any such 
application has not been published. 

As indicated in the PCT publication, the PCT applicant (assignee in the US) is Goyo Paper 
Working Co., Ltd., of Japan. The International filing date is July 6, 2000. Three Japanese priorities

are listed: July 8, 1999 (11/194060 JP), October 28, 1999 (11/306510 JP), May 19, 2000 
(2000/147642 JP). 

The protest submission includes two documents, JP 9-316252 A (published unexamined 
patent application) and JP 2-4160 U (published utility model). A copy of each (in Japanese) is 
attached. A partial translation of each is also attached. 

JP 9-3 1 6252 shows "a water-dispersible hot melt composition, a moisture-proof paper using 
the same and their production". The water-dispersible hot melt composition of JP 9-316252 is 
composed of a first component (comprising an atactic polypropylene and/or an amorphous poly-a- 
olefin), a second component (comprising waxes) and a third component (comprising a tackiness- 
providing agent) (abstract of JP 9-316252). 

Each first and third components of JP 9-3 1 6252 is identical with each of a polyolefin (A) and 
a tackifier (B) of PCT/JP00/04513. In reference example 1 of JP 9-316252, disclosed is a hot melt 
composition composed of 50% by weight of first component (APP: atactic polypropylene) and 50% 
by weight of third component (aromatic modified terpene polymer) (see Table 1 of JP 9-316252), 
which composition is identical to the resin composition of PCT/JP00/045 1 3 . Also, the amount ratio 
of the composition of reference example 1 of JP 9-3 16252 is within the range of the amount ratio of 
the composition of PCT/JPOO/04513. 

Therefore, the resin composition of PCT/JP00/04513 is disclosed in reference example 1 of 
JP 9-316252. 

JP 2-41 60 U shows a resin composition comprising moisture-proof thermoplastic synthetic 
resin and a tackifier (claim 1 of JP 2-4160 U). 
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A polyolefin (A) of PCT/JPOO/04513 is included in moisture-proof thermoplastic synthetic 
resin of JP 2-4160 U. Also, a tackifier (B) of PCT/JPOO/04513 is identical to a tackifier of 
JP 2-41 60 U. 

Therefore, the resin composition of PCT/JPOO/04513 is disclosed in JP 2-4160 U. 

This protest is being submitted in duplicate, since any attorney or agent in the U.S. is unknown, 
and the presumed assignee is located in Japan. The Patent and Trademark Office is requested to 
provide the second copy to the appropriate party.

Abstract 



A resin composition which comprises (A) 40 to 75 parts by weight of a polyolefin, (B) 25 to 60 parts by weight 
of a tackifier, and (C) 0 to 20 parts by weight of a compatibilizing agent, provided that the sum of the 
components (A), (B), and (C) is 100 parts by weight; and a resin composition which comprises 100 parts by 
weight of the components (A), (B), and (C) and 20 to 300 parts by weight of an inorganic filler (D). By use of 
either composition, a water-resistant/moisture-proof paper can be provided at low cost which after use can 
be easily macerated with a pulper in a papermaking step and thereby made recyclable to papermaking 
feedstocks.

1. A moistureproof paper improved in pencil writing composed 
of a paper substrate laminated by a film consisting of a resin 
composition comprising moistureproof thermoplastic synthetic 
resin and a tackifier.

(54) WATER-DISPERSIBLE HOT MELT COMPOSITION, MOISTUREPROOF PAPER

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain a hot melt composition capable of dispersing into 
water and excellent in moistureproofness, and moistureproof paper coated therewith. 
SOLUTION: This hot melt composition is composed of a first component comprising an 
atactic polypropylene and/or an amorphous poly-alpha-olefin, a second component 
comprising waxes and a third component comprising a tackiness-providing agent and a blend 
ratio of the first component is equivalent to or larger than that of the third component. The 
moistureproof paper is obtained by applying the hot melt composition to a paper substrate.
